Friday 
between four students at the 
time school buses were 
arriving, attracting other 
students and people from the 
neighborhood. 

Police were called to disperse 
several school dropouts and 
others. The crowd quickly left 
the scene as school began. 

Absenteeism was reported by 
Supt. John Palcheff to be bet- 
ween 120 and 150 students. A few 
parents came to the school to 
take their children out due to 
exaggerated reports of the 
incident, the superintendent 
said. 

School officials said there 
were no other incidents during. 
the day. 

Officials then hoped the three- 
day Columbus Day ‘holiday 
period would give students a 
“cooling off”’ period, but tension 
began to build as students

Wilmarth said he believes all 
of Madison, St. Clair and 
Monroe counties should be 
included in the AQMA, if it is 
established, but that any con- 
trols should be made subject to 
additional information and 
data. 

The IPCB is considering a 
recommendation by the Illinois 
Environmental Protection 
Agency that nine areas of 
Illinois be designated as AQMA 
areas, including the Illinois 
portion of the St. Louis area

20° price due to newsprint cost 


The price of the Press-Record — 
unchanged for more than 31% years 
— will rise from the present 15 cents 
to 20 cents effective today,,Pct. 17. 


The main reason is the cost of 
newsprint. Newspapers are printed 
on blank paper rolls resembling 
gigantic adding-machine tapes. 
About eight ounces of this precious, 
shortage-plagued commodity go into 
an average Press-Record edition. 

A year ago, a ton of newsprint cost 
$172. The current price of $234 will 
climb to $259 on Jan. 1. In this short 
period alone, the change from $172 to 
$259 is a rise of over 50 per cent, or 
several cents for each copy of each 


issue. 


This fact alone makes a price : 


change unavoidable. 


The cost of preparing and placing 
printed matter on the blank paper 
also has gone up sharply, just as in- 
flation has “affected all 
businesses and every family in the 


nation. Ink is costlier, as are sup- 
plies, equipment, wages, fuel, ship- 
ping and warehousing. 

Much of the price increase will be 
applied to meet these higher costs. 
There also will be substantial im- 
provement of the portion that goes to 
individual carriers and to motor 
route operators. 

A 20-cent price has been adopted 
by many newspapers in the U.S. In 
the case of the twice-weekly Press- 
Record, the rise from 15 to 20 cents 
will cost readers an extra dime a 
week — a smaller impact than when 
a daily paper boosts its price. 

The Monday and Thursday issues 
will continue to provide the news and 
the advertising values of the entire 
seven-day week. With each issue

A. O. Smith earnings down 


Strikes and inflation com- 
bined to cause a loss of 
$1,268,000 or $ .26 per share, in 
the third quarter of A. O. Smith 
Corporation, L. B. Smith, 
chairman and chief executive 
officer, reported Wednesday in 
Milwaukee 

In the third quarter last year, 
the company earned $742,000, or 
$ .15 per share. 

Sales in the quarter were 
$128,969,000, compared with 
$139,005,000 a year ago. 

For the first nine months of 
the year, the company earned 
$4,227,000, or $ .86 per share, 
compared with earnings of 
$11,741,000, or $2.38 per share, in 
the first nine months of 1973. 
Nine month sales this year were 
$415,292,000, compared with 
$461,772,000 last year, Smith 
said. 

While price increases have 
been instituted in nearly all 
product lines throughout the 
corporation, in some cases they 
were not large enough, because 
of competitive factors and 
contractual obligations, to keep 
up with rapidly rising costs. 
This problem was particularly 
severe in the company’s 
electric motor and elevator 


business, both of which 
operated ‘at a loss in the third 
quarter. 

Smith said he expects some 
improvement in profit margins 
in the fourth quarter as ‘the 
price increases work their way 
through the backlogs. : 

In addition, Smith said -the 
third quarter was hurt by’ a 
three-week strike by 6,200 
employes at the company’s 
Milwaukee automotive frame 
plant, the first such strike in thé 
company’s 100-year history, 
and by a strike which has idled

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School smoking 
areas proposed 


A “youth madate” outlining 
what a cross-section of young 
people in Illinois think is right 
and wrong with their 
environment and_ institutions 
has been presented to Gov: Dan 
Walker at a ceremony in the 
governor’s office. Recom- 
mendations include “smoking 
areas” in high schools. 

The product of nine months of 
work by young people from all 
over the state, the 12-page 
document was given to the 
governor by seven youngsters 
who took part in the Youth 
Mandate Workshop held last 
May in Jacksonville. 

Beginning last fall, a series of 
regional youth workshops were 
held by the Community Serv- 
ices Unit of the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Corrections, in which 
nearly 7,000 young’ men and 
women of ail races, ethnic 
backgrounds and economic 
strata came together to talk 
about what they thought was 
wrong with the “system,” and 
how they thought it could be 
made better. 

Out of these initial workshops, 
the youngsters selected 500 
delegates to attend eight “sum- 
mary”.workshops in which the 
many thoughts and ideas of the 
original delegates were reduced 
to working papers on philosophy 
and plans for the future. 

Representatives from those 
eight ‘workshops were then 
picked by their peers to attend 
the Youth Mandate Workshop in 
Jacksonville. 

The Youth Mandate 
presented to the governor is en- 


tirely the product of the young- 
sters and was not edited or 
changed in any way. The 
Department of Corrections 
faithfully reproduced. the final 
draft submitted by the young- 
sters. 

The young. people concluded 
that: 


Any issues involving human 
sexuality should be left to the 
individual to decide without 
interference. 

Sex: education ought to be 
taught in coeducational set- 
tings. 

There is an unhealthy over- 
emphasis in schools on winning 
and competing. 

Marijuana sales. and 
possession should be de-crim- 
inalized, but sales and use of 
other drugs should retain 
present restrictions. Marijuana 
sales taxes should be used to 
finance research on other 
drugs. 

Communities should set up 
Youth Service Bureaus to help 
students with personal, social 
and legal problems. 

Abortion used as a population 
control device is ‘‘abominable.”” 

Sex education should start in 
the second grade, with periodic 
discussions of the differences 
between males and females. 

Schools should set aside 
smoking areas for those who 
wish to smoke cigarettes 


And, the high school students 
concluded, women should have 
equal opportunities in all educa- 
tion and extracurricular school 
programs.

North among schools with 
eyes on state grid series 


With only three or so weeks 
remaining in the regular 
season, football-playing schools 
in the Illinois High School 
Association (IHSA) are 
becoming involved in a num- 
bers game. GCHS North is 
among the undefeated schools. 

While 65 of the berths in the 
first-ever five-class IHSA 
football playoff series will be 
filled‘by champions of each of 
the conferences, a total of 15 
teams (three in each class) will 
be selected to compete in the 
playoffs as “‘at large” entrants. 

In order to qualify for con- 
siderations as an “at large” 
entrant, a school must have a 
final record winning percentage 
of 80 or better. 

Those eligible for con- 
sideration for the ‘‘at large’ 
berths are independents such as 
North; conference _co- 
champions not selected as the 
conference representative; and 
conference runners-up. 

Teams must play a minimum 
of eight games prior to the 
weekend of Nov. 1-3 (the ninth 
weekend of the season). North 
may need to win either this 
weekend .or the following 
weekend to have a chance to be 
selected. 

There are 20 combinations of 
wins, losses and-or ties which 
will give a ‘team a winning 
percentage of 80 or better from 
an eight-game schedule through 
a 10-game schedule. In simple 
arithmetic, the more games a 
team plays, the more losses it 
can absorb and still be eligible 
to qualify. North is 6-0 at this 
point and is a Class 4A school. 

Pairings will -be drawn 


geographically according to the 
16 qualifiers in each of the five 
classes the weekend of Nov. 2. 

Several dramatic battles that 
final weekend will determine 
the conference representative 
in those leagues. 

Among the more notable 
season finales will be the Peoria 
(Central) vs. Peoria (Manual) 
game Nov. 2, which heretofore 
has been played on Thanks- 
giving Day. 

First-round (preliminary) 
games in each class will be 
played Wednesday, Nov. 6, at 
either 2 or 7 p.m. Champions of 
eight conferences per class will 
host the first-round games 
Conferences selected to host the 
opening games were announced 
earlier. 

Champions of the other five 
conferences within a class, plus 
the “at large’ selections, will 
be visitors in the first-round 
games. In most cases, the Nov. 
6 game will be played at night if 
the host school has a lighted 
football field. 

The fields in each class will be 
pared to eight survivors after 
the first-round games and they 
will battle in the quarterfinals 
at 1:30 p. m. Saturday, Nov. 9. 

Semifinal games will be 
Saturday, Nov. 16, at 1:30 p.m 

Championship games in each 
of the five classes will be played 
on the artificial turf of Hancock 
Stadium on the campus of 
Illinois State University the 
weekend of Nov. 22-23.

Elmhurst (York) begins the 
journey toward a record-tying 
fourth straight Illinois High 
School Association (IHSA) Boys 
Cross Country title Oct. 22 at the 
Glen Ellyn (Glenbard West) 
district. Coach Joe Newton's 
talented Dukes, are one of 443 
downstate and suburban 
schools entered in the 29th 
annual series. 

Runners start the chase for 
individual and team honors at 
2% sites at 4 p.m. Oct. 22. 

District meets are scheduled 
on courses to be hosted by: 
Bloomington (H.S.), Peoria 
(Spalding), Moline, Lebanon, 
Flora, Centralia, Alton, Quincy 
(H.S.), Springfield (Lanphier), 
Hillside (Proviso West), 
LaGrange (Lyons), Olympia 
Fields (Rich Central), Mun- 
delein (H.S.), Crystal Lake, 
Skokie (Niles East), Glen Ellyn 
(Glenbard West), Maple Park 
(Kaneland), New Lenox 


+ (Lipcoln-Way), Dixon, Ottawa 


(Twp.), Rockford (Guilford), 
Champaign (Centennial), 
Decatur (H.S.) and Kankakee 
(Eastridge). 

The Alton meet will include 
Granite City North and South. 

The top 10 individuals and 
members of the first five teams 
at the district level advance to 
eight sectional meets which will 
be held the morning of Satur- 
day, Oct. 26 and hosted by: 
Benton, Glen Ellyn (Glenbard 
South), Jacksonville, Oak Park- 
River Forest, Park Ridge 
(Maine East), Peoria (Rich- 
woods), Rantoul and Sterling

Each school may enter teams 


of up to seven runners at the 
district level, but only the first 
five finishers from the school 
will be included in scoring for 
team honors. The basic course 
for all races in the series will be 
approximately three miles long. 

Paris won the first four state 
harrier meets (1946-49) and no 
school has challenged that 
string yntil this year. 

York, which returns four of 
the seven runners who blistered 
the field for a near-record point 
total of 65 and a victory of 94 
points over runnerup Riverside- 
Brookfield last fall, may find 
the road toa fourth straight title 
@ rugged one. 

“Last year was the great year 
for the individual _ per- 
formances, ‘but this year is 
going to be the year of the great 
team performances,’' 
Predicted Newton, a veteran of 
22 years of Illinois prep 
coaching, who has guided his 
teams to six titles since 1962. 

“T think deep in my heart that 
this year’s team could be one of 
the best we've ever had,” 
confessed Newton. “Our run- 
ners worked harder over the 
summer than any team ever 
before. 

“The big question mark, 
though, in cross country is will 
you have all your runners ready 
to go on the same day? This 
year there are going to be some 
outstanding team runners, 
compared to the outstanding 
ind?viduals who ran last year. 
This is the only year other than 
in 1971 when we will not have a 
sophomore in our starting 
lineup. Whatever that means we 
won't know until early 
November."* 

Dukes returning from last 
year's title team (and their 
team performance last season) 
are senior Bob McCarty (5th), 
junior Ron Craker (8th), senior 
Tod Miller (25th) and senior 
Howard Bass. 

“McCarty is a great leader,” 
Newton observed. ‘‘Miller is 
four tirffes stronger than he was 
last year and could be the real 
sleeper of the group. Cracker 
was tough last year and can 
improve and Bass will be 
better.” 

But York will be the target for 
every other team that advances 
to the State 1 Meet, and 
Newton knows it. ‘There is 
going to be some pretty tough 
scrambling out there once the 
state series gets under way.” 

Among the teams expected to 
challenge the Dukes and block 
the record-tying bid are 
Palatine (Fremd), which 
finished fourth last year; 
Hillside (Proviso West), which 
finished fifth; Rockford 
(Guilford), seventh; Peoria 
(Central), which was eighth;

Primary among the changes 
is a new system for the 
distribution of construction 
grants, In the past, grants were 
made solely on the basis of the 
“Unhoused Student Index” — a 
number resulting from a 
complicated formula involving 
both present and projected 
school space and student 
population. 

“The new approach,” 
Silverman said, ‘‘will: help 
assure a more equitable dis- 
tribution of state funds. It is 
designed to see that the funds 
reach the school districts with 
the greatest needs, 

“While the problems of over- 
crowded classrooms, extended 
day sessions and the need for 
additional facilities are deep 
concerns of the CDB, nothing 
can take precedence over 
guaranteeing school children a 
safe and healthy environment.” 

Under the new guidelines four 
priority categories have been 
established: 

—first — priority—reconstru- 
ction of schools damaged or 
destroyed by fire, flood, or other 
disasters, 

—second _ priority—replace- 
ment of schools not meeting the 
state’s Life-Safety Code. ‘In 
other words,” said Silverman, 
“the board, with the help of 
local school districts, is 
determined to eliminate fire 
traps, slum schools and 
structurally unsound schools 
and replace them with modern 
buildings.” 

—third priority—construction 
to end current unhoused 
students needs. “Last year,” 
said Silverman, ‘“‘quite an 
emphasis was placed on school 
construction needs to ease 
double shifts, extended day, or 
educationally substandard 
facilities, known as unhoused 
student needs.” 

—fourth _ priority—projects 
designed to meet future school 
needs. 

The guidelines established a 5 
per cent ‘‘set-aside”’ for the first 
priority category for 
emergency construction of 
schools destroyed by natural 
calamities. Any unused funds 
from this will be used for other 
categories. 

In evaluating the awarding of 
construction grants, Silverman 
said, CDB also will consider the 
local effort put forth by a school 
district, taking into account 
such things as bonding power, 
tax rate, assessed valuation and 
unique proposals. 

Among other major changes 
is a simplification of the process 
school districts must follow in 
submitting applications for 
funding. CDB will now accept a 
district's A160 District Facility 
Plan (a document required by 
the state education office) in- 
stead of requiring the district to 
rewrite and supply the identical 
information in their grant 
application. 

Also, the district will only 

ve ‘to supply information 
relative to its priority category 
and not the all-inclusive report 
required previously. The re- 
quirement for student popula- 
tion and census data has also 
been reduced. 

The application for Chicago 
schools has been changed to 
require a narrative, five-year 
plan of educational and capital 
improvements programs.

Concern over tripling of Lake Michigan 
flow into. Illinois and. Mississippi Rivers =

Congressional proposals to 
triple the flow of Lake Michigan 
into the Illinois waterway are 
being opposed by the Army 
Corps: of Enginéers and the 
State Waterways Department 
until the potential impact on 
Downstate and on telations with 
Canada can be studied.

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Hartigan—will he try 
for state's top office?

Beneath the Statehouse Dome 
the feeling is growing that 1976 
will pass a head-on Democratic 

battle matching Gov. 
Re 
Hartigan. 

The belief has been 
strengthened in recent days and 
at some high levels in 
Democratic politics that a 
Walker-Hartigan confrontation 
is virtually taken for granted. 

Contributing to this consensus 
is a prevailing view that 
Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley will run and be re-elected 
next year and that Secretary of 
State Michael*J. Howlett will 
drop ambitions for any higher 
office and will run again for 
secretary of state. 

Hartigan probably could 
count on support from both 
Daley and Howlett in a bid to 
unseat Walker. 

It could well be the most 
exciting primary battle in the 
history of Illinois and the out- 
come at this point is uncertain. 
Nobody thinks Gov. Walker will 
be easy to beat. But he could 
face an imposing alliance. 

Daley's political machine— 
although battered by scandal— 
remains the most powerful of its 
kind in the nation. 

It could gain renewed 
strength if the mayor's health 
holds up and if he wins another 
smashing triumph in 1975. 

Howlett has a popularity 
unmatched by any Illinois 
politician in recent times and, 
as an active campaigner for 
Hartigan, he possibly could cut 
into Gov. Walker's recognized 
popularity Downstate. 
However, Walker is working 
hard at nailing down massive 
primary support. 

An obvious question that 
arises is this: Will the 
Democrats by engaging in a 
bitter primary fight set up the 
fall 1976 election as a cinch for 
the expected GOP guber- 
natorial candidate, current 
Atty. Gen. William J. Scott? 

There are indications that 
Daley and Howlett have quietly 
agreed that the risk is worth 
taking. Both, in blunt terms, are 
fed up with Gov, Walker, who 
they feel is determined to 
convert the Illinois Democratic 
party into a private machine to 
further his Presidential am- 
bitions. 

The mayor and the 
secretary would rather see 
the Democrats lose the 
governorship than see Walker 
become a national figure. 

But they also feel the party 
can survive a bruising 
primary and go on to win in 
1976. 

Republicans are iipeeied 
to take a shellacking in this 
November’s election and 
some professional politicians 
doubt that the party can be 
rebuilt in time to make a 
strong rebound two years 
from now. 

There are those, too, who 
doubt that Scott as a candidate 
for governor will have the 
appeal he has had in running for 
the lesser offices of treasurer 
and attorney general

There will be no race for the 
U. S. Senate.in 1976, and the 
governor must carry the load 
for the state ticket. 

The anit-Walker forces also 
place much confidence in the 
personal appeal of Hartigan, 
who, at only 36, has probably 
become one of the best known 
lieutenant governors in modern 
times, rivaling the popularity of 
Paul Simon, now a 
Congressional nominee. 

Much of young Hartigan’s 
popularity is attributed to his 
efforts on behalf of senior 
citizens. 

The older people, who vote 
more diligently than the young, 
have made Hartigan something 
of a personal hero. 

A recent poll taken in Nor- 
thern Illinois gave Hartigan an 
80 per cent favorable rating. If 
it is Hartigan in 1976, it could be 
one whale of a battle.

National Humane Society meet 


Leaders of local animal 
welfare activities for the Quad- 
City Association for Protection 
of Animals (APA) returned 
this week from the 1974 annual 
conference of The Humane 
Society of the United States held 
in the Chicago suburb of Oak 
Brook.

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Record performance at American Steel Foundries’ Granite City plant— 
nation’s largest producer of side frames, bolsters for railroad cars 


The visit by Joseph B. Lanterman 
Jr, to this community proved en- 
joyable to him — and decidedly so to 
his associates, employes, friends 
and the community. 

The congenial, able and far- 
sighted industrial leader had many 
kind words to say about the Quad- 
Cities, concluding that the local 
plant is a highly important part of 


American Steel Foundries and of the + 


parent Amsted Industries cor- 
poration that he heads. 

Recalling that his first ASF 
assignment 38 years ago was with 
the Granite City plant, Chairman 
Lanterman said his 1974 trip here to 
address the annual Chamber of 
Commerce meeting was ‘‘a 
homecoming. It’s rediscovering the 
roots of mid-America which con- 
tinue to nourish and strengthen our 
country’s industry and agriculture.’’ 

Acknowledging that  ‘‘some 
economists feel we are heading into 
a slowing of the national economy,”’ 
he told the gathering, ‘‘There are 
bright spots. And American Steel 
Foundries is one of them 

“Tn our 1974 fiseal year which just 
ended two weeks ago, the Granite 
City plant set a record for shipments 
in any one fiscal year. The ASF 
Granite City plant is the nation’s 
largest producer of side frames and 
bolsters — the large, tough steel 
castings which are some of the 
major components in railroad 
freight car trucks. 

“New freight car orders soared to 
more than 130,000, the first 100,000- 
car year since 1966.” 

Continuing the happy news, Mr. 
Lanterman noted that ‘‘ASF has 
enough business to run the Granite 
City plant well into 1975. The same 
demand picture exists at all 10 Am- 
sted railroad equipment plants. 

“Although Amsted’s fiscal 1974 
financial results won’t be released 
until the last week in October, both 
sales and earnings reached all-time 
highs. Sales were more than $450 
million for the first time in history, 
and net income after taxes was sub- 
stantially better than last year’s 
record of $15,100,000."” 

While pleased with these results, 


ment control over individuals as fac- 
tors justifying concern. 

He commented, ‘‘In the future, 
government, uniohs and 
management must work together to 
increase productivity. This is not a 
selfish aim which will only help cor- 
porations. It is a hard fact of life if 
we are to continue to have an im- 
proving standard of living for all our 
people. Without such joint 
cooperation, older plants will fail, 
jobs will be lost and the entire 
economy will suffer. 

“Profit is the fuel for our 
economic system . At Amsted, 
profit is not a dirty word. We're 
proud of our results, and they direc- 
tly help you right here in Granite 
City. If Amsted had not diversified 
and remained a financially stable 
company, there would have been no 
profits to keep our railroad equip- 
ment plants in good condition at 


’ times when railroad ordering fell to 


low levels. 

* “We had our Granite City plant 
ready, equipment and organization- 
wise, to meet the crush of railroad 
orders when they came, and that 
meant more jobs and higher 
payrolls. The importance of industry 
to the welfare of the people becomes 
dramatically apparent by merely 
checking some figures from our 
American Steel Foundries plant: 
which is by no means the largest 
employer in this area. 

“About 1,500 people have jobs at 
the ASF Granite City works, and 
that’s 300 more than a year ago. In 
the fiscal year which just ended, the 
employes earned $15,300,000 in 
wages and salaries. The plant paid a 
substantial local property tax bill to 
such worthwhile civic ventures as 
schools, parks and municipal ser- 
vices.”’ 


More than 300 Quad-Cityans heard 
his remarks and many more have 
taken direct note of what was said. 

Chairman Lanterman voiced con- 
fidence that this community ‘‘and its 
local industry have a partnership in 
the finest sense of the word.’’ Quad- 
Cityans agree, and hope to continue 
to be valuable partners in meeting

Constitutional guarantee 
could aid women's rights 


National Organization for 
Women—Why do women need a 
constitutional guarantee of 
equality—why not a piece by 
piece reform of existing 
discriminatory laws? 

Women have always been 
excluded from the Constitution. 

Although many women 
served valiantly in the 
Revolution under the collective * 
anonymous name of Molly 
Pitcher, Charles Adams, the 
grandson of John and Abigail, 
later complained that ‘the 
heroism of the females of the 
Revolution has gone from 
memory with the generation 
that witnessed it, and nothing, 
absolutely nothing, remains 
upon the ear of the young of the 
present day.” 

When it came time.to map out 
a Constitution for the new land, 
there were no women present, 
either at the Constitutional 
Convention in Philadelphia or at 
the first Continental Congress. 

The Fourteenth Amendment, 
which should guarantee 
equality to women, isn’t doing 
that. 

The Fourteenth Amendment 
contains an “equal protection 
clause,” which is the con- 
stitutional basis for court action 
against disciimination. 

The clause reads, ‘nor shall 
any state... deny to any person 
within its jurisdiction the equal 
protection of the laws.” 

On its face, the Fourteenth 
Amendment seems to ban all 
forms of discrimination, in- 
cluding sex discrimination. 

This isn’t the case, however. 
The Fourteenth Amendment 
was framed to give citizenship 
to the newly freed slaves. It did 
that, but nothing for women. 

History has shown that the 
Supreme Court has been con- 
sistently unwilling to use the 
Fourteenth Amendment to give 
them équal protection. 

For example, in 1872, in 


Bradwell v, Illinois, 
denied a woman's 
become an attorney 

The 1874 case of 
Happersett denied women’s 
right to vote; in 1908, in Muller 
v. Oregon, the court decided 
that women (not men) would be 
limited in the number of hours 
they might work. 

The case of Goesart v. Cleary 
in 1948 denied a woman's right 
to be a bartender, even if she 
owned the bar; the 1971 case of 
Forbush v. Wallace denied a 
woman her right to be issued a 
driver’s license in her maiden 
name. 

Why have these cases been 
decided in this way? Because 
the Court has a way out. 

It can apply two tests to 
evaluate a law which seems to 
discriminate against women. 

One test is weak—it requires 
the woman to prove that the 
state has no rational reason for 
such a law. The Court will often 
accept the thinnest of 
justifications from the state. 

The stronger test is applied 
only when a discriminatory law 
is based on a ‘‘suspect 
classification.” The Supreme 
Court considers race, religion, 
national origin—but not sex—to 
be a “suspect classification.” 

Under this test, the state (not 
the individual) must prove that 
the discriminatory law has a 
purpose of overriding public 
importance which can be 
achieved in no non- 
discriminatory way. 

This is the test which must be 
applied to sex discrimination if 
the Supreme Court is going to 
interpret the Fourteenth 
Amendment to give women the 
equality which is their due. 

But the Court has consistently 
refused to do that. An.Equal 
Rights Amendment _ will 
guarantee that sex be treated as 
a suspect classification. 

Only an amendment will give

discrimination. 

Many opponents of the Equal 
Rights Amendment argue that 
piecemeal reform, law by law, 
will be more efficient than an 
amendment and will address 
itself more specifically to the 
laws which need changing. 

However, piecemeal reform, 
either by legislation, or by 
litigation of court cases, hasn't 
been effective 

If it were working swiftly and 
efficiently, there would be no 
examples of women who are 
unable to get into the military 
academies, or of widowers who 
are unable to collect surivors’ 
benefits from their wives’ social 
security 

Or of qualified women who 
are unable to compete for 
athletic scholarships to state 
colleges. 

It is unrealistic to think that 
legislative or litigious reform 
will work.

Litigious reform, for- one, 
involves a disproportionate 
amount of time and expense to 
process each case and get it 
through court. 


Legislative reform is not an 
attractive alternative, since it 
would require a more 
sophisticated and sustained 
effort than that now present in 
the states. 


Action would have to be taken 
by 50 state legislatures, by the 
federal Congress, the courts 
and every political subdivision 
in every area. 

Rather, there needs to be a 
single, comprehensive theory 
establishing women’s rights, 
and there needs to be consistent 
application of such a theory. 

There must be a clear, 
unambiguous mandate with the 
prospect of permanence.

As you know, today's record 
inflation is the most persistent 
and depressing problem of 1974. 

For most of us, inflation

If the bill is not passed before 
the end of this year, inflation 
will continue to cripple our 
senior citizens and relief 
will have been delayed one 
more year. 

Consequently, we have for- 
med a Statewide coalition of 
senior organizations to work for 
immediate passage of House 
Bill 2715.

Two important bills before 
the 1974 sessipn of the Illinois 
General Assembly are now law, 
and these bills, H.B. 2049 and 
H.B. 2234, are of material in- 
terest to the taxpayers. 

t+ + + 

H.B. 2049 exempts from the 
ad valorem pi tax per- 
sonal property held by a 
trustee, guardian, conservator, 
executor, administrator or 
other fiduciary to the extent 
held for the exclusive benefit of 
a natural person. 

This new Act makes sense 
and will eliminate the following 
injustice: 

Aman dies and leaves $50,000 
in personal property equally to 
two sons, but one son is com- 
petent and the other non- 
competent. The latter son has a 
court-appointed conservator to 
handle his $25,000 in personal 
property for him. 

Under prior law and court 
cases, the first son paid no 
personal property tax on his 
$25,000, but the non-competent 
son, through his conservator, 
was liable for personal property 
taxes on his $25,000. 

+ + + 

Under the provisions of H.B. 
2234, the corporate authorities 
of a municipality or the county , 
board of a county may impose a 
use tax on any item of personal 
property purchased outside 
Illinois at retail which is titled 
or registered with an agency of 
the state’s government. 


The rate may not exceed one 
per cent of the selling price of 
the property. The Illinois 
Department of Revenue will 


municipality or county that 
imposes the tax. i 

The county use tax is to be 
collected ffum persons. whose 
Illinois address for titling or 
registration purposes is given 
as being in an unincorporated 
area of the county. 

The municipality tax applies 
to those persons whose Illinois 
address is given as being within 
such municipality. A 
municicpal ordinance imposing 
the tax is effective on the first 
day of the month following the 
expiration of the publication 
period. 

A county ordinance or 
resolution imposing the tax is 
effective on the first day of the 
month following the month in 
which the ordinance or 
resolution is passed. 

Boats, airplanes, 
cars, mobile homes, motor- 
cycles and trailers are 
presently registered or licensed 
by a state agency. 

An example will help to ex- 
plain the prior inequity in tax 
statutes that H.B. 2234 attempts 
to correct—an _ inequity 
especially severe to merchants 
close to stateline borders. 

A resident of Belleville 
purchased a car (under prior 
law) in St. Louis and when he 
titled it in Ilinois, paid the four 
per cent state use tax, However, 
if he purchased it in Belleville, 
he would have paid a five per 
cent sales tax—four per cent to 
the state and one per cent to the 
city of Belleville. 

The Belleville dealer was put 
at a definite disadvantage, tax- 
wise, when compared to the St. 
Louis dealer, and the St. Louis 
desler capitalized in his 
publicity on this disadvantage

Air Line Pilot professional 
flight crew magazine — Shortly 
after the first of next year, the 
Department of Transportation 
will give a clear signal of how it 
views the future of commercial 
aviation. 

The sign will come in a 
decision by Secretary of Trans- 
portation Claude S. Brinegar on 
an application to build a new 
18,650-acre airport to serve St. 
Louis. Although no one will say 
so officially, it is generally con- 
ceded that the application al- 
ready has been okayed by the 
Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion. 

Indeed, FAA has long listed 
St. Louis as an area in need of a 
new major airport. In_ the 
National Airport System Plan 
submitted to Congress in mid- 
1973, FAA classed St. Louis as 
one of only two cities in the U. S. 
(the other is Atlanta) where 
new airports should be started 
at once. 

ALPA (Air Line Pilots 
Association) has strongly en- 
dorsed the prompt development 
of a new airport for St. Louis. 
The Association set forth its 
position at a public hearing in 
1971 on the application now 
before Secretary Brinegar 

In testimony presented for the 
hearing record, Captain Calvin 
E. Ettel (Ozark), ALPA safety 
chairman for the St. Louis area, 
stated: “We in ALPA 
wholeheartedly support and 
endorse the construction of a 
new airport to serve the St. 
Louis area." 

In May of 1971, the Illinois 
Authority filed a request with 
FAA for airspace clearance for 
the Columbia-Waterloo site. 

And in January 1972, the 
Authority submitted to the FAA 
an extensive environmental 
impact study. With the study, 
the Authority asked for site 
approval and an allocation of 
federal funds toward land 
acquisition. 

The following month, the 
State of Missouri formally 
created a new .agency, the 
Missouri-St. Louis Metropolitan 
Airport Authority, with a 
mission of keeping in Missouri 
any major airport for the St. 
Louis region.

Among the Missouri 
Authority’s first moves was the 
release of a Systems Analysis 
and Research Corporation 
(SARC) study that, although 
forecasting future passenger 
loads at Lambert equal to 
Chicago-O’Hare’s present load, 
asserted that Lambert, with 
only minor changes, could 
suffice as the St. Louis area's 
major airport. 

The next move by Missouri 
was to conduct a referendum 
among voters in St. Louig and 
five nearby Missouri counties. 

The ballot asked citizens to 
indicate their preference bet- 
ween keeping Lambert as long 
as possible and then building a 
new airport in Missouri on the 
one hand or the “immediate” 
construction of an “Illinois 
airport on the other. 

A month before the Nov. 7, 
1972, election date, the new 
Missouri Authority unveiled 
what it called the Lambert 2000 
Plan, which contradicted the 
findings of the SARC study 
about Lambert’s adequacy. 

For $370 million, the Missouri 
agency said, Lambert could ‘be 
expanded by some 1,000 acres 
and made to serve into the 21st 
Century. The price tag was 
‘within the same range as the 
$354 million figure for the new 
airport in Illinois’” 

After a year of negotiations, 
the Missouri agency agreed in 
July of this year with Secretary 
of Transportation Brinegar for 
a six-month study of Lambert's 
potential with only minor land 
acquisition beyond its 1,850 
acres. 

‘Such a minimal expansion is 
in drastic contrast with what 
ALPA feels is necessary. 

Speaking to the Missouri 
Authority im 1972, a few weeks 
prior to the unveiling of the 
Lambert 2000 concept, Captain 
w. T. Alford (Braniff), chair- 
man of ALPA’s Airport Com- 
mittee, called for safety and 
operational improvements to 
bring Lambert up to standard 
that, he told newsmen, could 
require as much as 15,000 ad- 
ditional acres. 

Obviously, he said, the 
possibility of such expansion at 
the Lambert site was highly 
unlikely in an area of heavy 
industrial, commercial and 
residential development. 

‘A ruling against the Illinois 
location could signal a possible 
federal policy shift toward a 
commercial aviation future 
based in large part on the 
potential capacity of present 
airports. 5

More satisfaction from family life 
is goal of Family Service Agency 


The Family Service Agency 
of Southwestern Illinois, 36 
Loisel Village Shopping Center, 
East St. Louis, whose executive 
director is Harold L. Bruns, is 
one of 18 agencies aided by the 
Tri-Cities Area United Way. 

The annual United Way 
pledge campaign is currently in 
progress. 

The Family Service Agency is 
a not-for-profit, non-sectarian, 
marriage, family and in- 
dividual counseling agency 
serving this region. 

“Our primary source of 
support is from several United 
Funds, in addition to fees 
charged to clients,” Bruns 
reports. 

“We are accredited by the 
Family Service Association of 
America, which is a national 
standard setting and ac- 
crediting body. 

“The professional staff must 
have a master’s degree in social 
work or related field, or be 
serving an internship toward 
such a degree. 

“We serve as a_ training 
center for graduate students in 
social work from St. Louis 
University and Washington 
University in St. Louis. 

“About fifty per cent of our 
requests for service are from 
people experiencing marital 
conflict. 

“The second largest category 
of service is for parents who are 
having some kind of problem 
with their children. 

“Another large category of 
service is to individuals who are 
having various kinds of per- 
sonal psychological problems, 
or problems in relationships 
with other people, at work, at 
school, with friends, etc. 

“Within these problem areas 
people are counseled in- 
dividually, jointly, as a family, 
or on a group basis, as the need 
dictates. 

“Methods of counseling used 
include traditional 
psychoanalytically-oriented 
casework and psychotherapy, 
Gestalt therapy, Transactional 
Analysis, and combinations of 
these and other methods. 

Je conduct weekly in- 
service training programs 
designed to continually update 
professional skills of the staff, 
and a Transactional Analysis 
seminar which is open to other 
professionals and students in 
the community,” Bruns relates. 

“The basic aim of family 
service agencies is to 
strengthen families and the 
individuals ‘who live within 
the families. 

“To reach this goal, in 
addition to our regular 
counseling services, our 
agency provides various 
kinds of family life education 
programs, in which our staff 
meets with community 
groups at schools, churches, 
etc., to help people become . 
aware of ways to get more 
satisfaction out of family 
living. 

“Also, our staff members are 
available to speak to clubs, 
classes or other groups about 
marriage and family life.

Experts estimate that over 
three thousand different addi- 
tives are used in food today. 
According to the White House 
Conference on F Nutri- 
tion, and Health, “We have no 
assessment of the ‘existing 
chemical burden’ which we 
carry, por would we know for 
sure what it meant if we did.” 

Some additives have only 
been tested for safety singly 
on animals over a relatively 
short time period. The history 
of coal tar dyes used as food 
coloring illustrates the possi- 
ble problems of . short-term 
evaluation. According to a 
physician's symposium ad- 
dress read into the Congres- 
sional Record, toxic or can- 
cer-causing effects frequently 
become evident with a dye’s 
long-term use, ‘... which 
leads to either exclusion or 
provisional listing. Again, on 
the basis of short-term evalu- 
ation a new product is substi- 
tuted."’ Provisional listing 
means that the additive can 
still be used, but it is subject 
to recall at any time. 

As one researcher pointed 
out in Senate testimony, “It 
would seem prudent, because 
we are ignorant of the com- 
bined effects of many of these 
compounds when consumed 
over a lifetime, to ensure that 
only those chemical additives 
be used that are necessary to 
guarantee the, safety of food 
that is bought and eaten.” 


Yet a-high percentage of 
food additives are artificial 
flavors and colors used to en- 


the possible adverse’ effects 
additives ingested during 
pregnancy might have on the 
Geveloping fetus, ¥ 

Recent findings indicate 
that Ent additive-laden menu 
may @ significant part in 
the behavioral and lec 
difficulties of some hyperac- 
tive children. San Francisco 
allergist Ben F. Feingold, 
M.D., chief emeritus, depart- 
ment of allergy, Kaiser 
Foundation Hospital and Per- 
manente Medical Group, 
achieved notable improve- 
ment with some hyperactive 
youngsters by placing them 
on a special diet which ex- 
cluded aspirin-related sub- 
stances and artificial color- 
ings and flavorings. Violating 
the diet could trigger a return 
of symptoms within hours. 

Other possible sensitivity 
reactions to artificial colors 
and flavors, not necessarily 
limited. to children, include 
respiratory, skin, gastroin- 
testinal and neurological ef- 
fects. 

What is a concerned con- 
sumer to do? First and fore- 
most, don’t buy it for your ta- 
ble till you’ve read the label, 
right down to the small print. 
Avoid relying heavily on 
products with chemicals 
added. By investing just a lit- 
tle more time, you can re- 
place many convenience 
items with fresh foods which 
are far better buys in terms of 
nutrients per penny.

Walker sets up 
fall victory image 


SPRINGFIELD — If Demo- 
crats win control of both 
houses of the General Assem- 
bly as expected, who do you 
think will take credit for the. 
success of the Democratic 
Party?

He has set the stage beauti- 
fully by announcing that his 
top aide, Vic de Grazia, is tak- 
ing a leave of.absence in order 
to campaign for Democratic 
legislative candidates. 

Even if de Grazia’s cam- 
paigning is minimal, Walker 
will still be able to take credit 
for the victories, déspite the 
fact Democrats were ex- 
pected to win control before 
the announcement. Republi- 
cans now hold a one-vote mar- 
gin in each house. 

Although Democrats in the 
legislature have helped the 
Republicans thwart Walker at 
every turn, they. may be less 
likely to do that if they are in 
control. f 

Instead, they: may céncen- 
trate on substantive pro- 
gram# while they have the 
chance. Only twice ‘this cen- 
tury — and not since 1937 — 
have Democrats controlled 
the legislature and the gover- 
nor’s office at the same time! 

But do legislative candi- 
dates want -help from de 
Grazia? Since some Demo- 
crats were irate that Walker 
took credit for the victories 
after the March primary, we 
asked a few if they welcome 
de Grazia’s help now.

The 
same holds ‘true in Peoria 
with Joseph Mudd seeking the 
seat being vacated by Robert 
Day 

Richard Luft of Pekin 
thinks he can win the seat held 
for 12 terms by Republican 
Carl Soderstrom, who unsuc- 
cessfully sought his party's 
nomination for Congress.

Special care for suede garments 


Suede garments and suede 
trim on sweaters, suits and 
dresses need special care to 
remain attractive. 

Suede is a finish given to 
leather by abrasion. The 
process makes the leather soft 
and pliable and gives it a 
velvety surface called a nap. 

Garment labels often give 
cleaning instructions, and they 
may state that the suede is 
guaranteed, provided it is 
cleaned by a certain process. 
Therefore, be sure to check 
labels and hang tags. 

Suede usually needs to be 
cleaned by specialists in leather 
care since it may also need to be 
reconditioned and re-dyed after 
cleaning. Although such care is 
expensive, home-cleaning: care 
may prove more expensive. 

Some cleaning fluids may 
remove the dye, and the added 
expense of correcting the 
damage may amount to more 


than the professional cleaning 
would have cost. 

Here are several home-care 
suggestions for suede: 

—For general soil removal, 
brush suede garments with a 
soft bristle brush or a damp 
rubber sponge, using a circular 
motion to collect surface dirt 
and oil. An art gum will also 
remove some surface dirt. 

—Hang suede garments on 
padded hangers in a cool closet. 
Do not cover’ suede with a 
plastic bag because heat and 
lack of circulation will dry out 
the leather. 

—Suede garments can be 
pressed at home with a warm, 
dry iron. Press items wrong- 
side out, using brown wrapping 
paper between the iron and the 
leather. Never use steam. 

—Don't try to wash suede 
with water. And should you get 
caught in the rain in your suede 
coat, let it dry naturally at room 


temperature. Use a dry 
cellulose sponge to help restore 
the nap when the garment is 
dry 


If you decide to chance home 
cleaning, be sure the cleaning 
fluid contains an absorbent. 
Even then, unless you are 
skilled at the task, the solvent- 
absorbent mixtures may leave 
a ring or remove the color.

After the Cole-Layer- 
Trumble contract expires, and 
our data processing department 
takes. over the tax work, the 
county clerk’s office will be 
responsible for maintenance 
and updating of the property 
record files. 

“T will utilize employes 
presently on the staff of the 
county clerk’s office to do the 
data. recording. 

“These people can then be 
used in other areas of the office 
when they are not working on 
the tax files. This will result in a 
saving for taxpayers. 

This has been the practice of 
Miss Hotz and I will continue 
this same economical ap- 
proach. 

“Tn addition, it is my purpase 
to convert the Permanent 
Voters’ Régistration files to 
computer. This will allow 
greater flexibility for the 
printing of lists and voters’ 
identification cards. 

“As of the first of April 1974, 
the county clerk again has 
permanent deputy registrars in 
the county.

Fire academy sought 


Congress has completed 
action on the Federal Fire 
Prevention and Control Act of 
1974 and sent it to the President 
for his signature. Rep. Melvin 
Price, D-23rd Ill, a co-sponsor 
of this legislation in the House of 
Representatives, commented 
this week that ‘the act would 
provide “important new sup- 
port for improvement of fire 
fighting and fire prevention in 
the United States. 

“In passing this law,” Cong. 
Price said, ‘Congress 


Price signs 
campaign code 


Congressman Melvin Price 
(D-23rd Ill.) has signed the Code 
of Fair Campaign Practices, a 
set of principles which regulate 
a candidate's campaign for 
public office. Signing the code is 
voluntary on the part of the 
candiate. 

The code contains pledges 
which condemn the use of 
personal of “‘scurrilous” at- 
tacks on an opposing candidate, 
any appeal to prejudice, or 
“any dishonest or unethical 
practice which tends to corrupt 
or undermine our American 
system of free elections,” 

Other pledges support “full 
and equal participation in the 
electoral process” and cam- 
paign conduct “in the best 
American tradition.” 

A candidate signing the code 
also promises to “immediately 
and publicly repudiate support 
deriving from any individual or 
group whicffresorts, on behalf 
of my candidacy or in op 


recognized that fire prevention 
and control is primarily the 
responsibility of each city and 
county. 

“But there are certain areas 
such as research and 
development, specialized 
training, and burn treatment 
where the government can 
contribute improvements, and 
my bill covers those aspects.” 

The fire bill established a 
National Academy for Fire 
Prevention and Control to 
provide training for fire of- 
ficers. Training offered at the 
Academy is to include both 
specialized technical training 
and command and 
management training for fire 
unit commanders and _ chiefs. 

Patterned on the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation 
Academy, the Fire Academy 
would be open to officers from 
any fire department in the 
country. One possible site is the 
University of Illinois, Rep. 
Price reported. 

The act also strengthens the 
government’s research into 
flammable buildings and fur- 
nishing materials, and initiates 
a new effort in the field of fire 
fighting equipment, such as 
breathing masks for firemen. 

Price said the National Fire 
Commission, which reported to 
Congress earlier this year, 
found that over 12,000 
Americans are killed in fires 
each year. Two hundred of 
these are firefighters who lose 
their lives in the line of duty. 

This fact alone was enough 
to convince Congress that a 
concerted effort must be made 
to do a better job of fire 
prevention and control, Price

Medicare for 
kidney ailments 


Medicare is now paying $3 
million a week for health care 
expenses of over- 15,000 people 
who have chronic kidney 
disease, according to Bill Kerr, 
social security district manager 
in East St. Louis. 

Medicare health insurance 
became available July 1, 1973, 
to workers insured under social 
security, or their dependents, 
who have chronic kidney 
disease. 

Medicare coverage begins the 
fourth month after renal 
dialysis (artificial kidney 
treatment) starts, ‘‘The 
coverage lasts for 12 months 
after dialysis ends or the patient 
has a successful kidney 
transplant,” Kerr said, 

Medicare also helps pay for a 
wide variety of the health care 
expenses of people 65 and over 
and disabled people of any age 
who have been entitled to social 
security disability payments for 
24 consecutive months or more. 

The program is administered 
by the Social Security 
Administration, an agency of 
the U. S. Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 

“You can get information 
about Medicare by calling or 
writing any social security 
office,” Kerr said. The East St. 
Louis office is at 650 Missouri 
Ave. The phone number is 274- 
2200. Office hours are from 9 
a.m, until 4:30 p.m.

Halloween horrors can be real 


Witches who burn, and 
princesses who fall asleep after 
eating the poisoned apple are 
supposed to only happen in fairy 
tales. 1 

But when young goblins are 
concerned chiefly with gobblin’, 
and pre-school pirates are in- 
terested mostly in stealing 
ahead of the group to get to the 
goodies first, the ghoulish fun 
can turn painfully grim. 

The Illinois Department of 
Public Health’s division of 
disease control has temporarily 
shifted its sights a little, from 
sickness to safety, and issued a 
series of suggestions on how to 
keep Halloween happy. 

Since “dressing up” and jack 
o’lanterns are the basic raw 
ingredients of any serious 


Halloween activity, they post 
the biggest threat to little trick- 
or-treaters. 

Parents should look for 
“flameproof” labels on 
costumes, masks, wigs or 

they purchase. 

Mothers who lovingly sew the 
costumes at home should use 
only flame-resistant fabrics 
and, in either case, costumes 
should not be made of flimsy 
materials or with billowing 
skirts or big baggy sleeves—all 
the better to brush against a 
lighted candle, my dear. 

All costumes should be of 
light or bright colors where 
possible, so motorists can see 
them easily. 

If a white-clad witch doesn’t 
seem too suitable, a black-clad 
witch can and should carry a 
flashlight and have strips. of 
reflective tape applied to the 
costume. 

Whatever the color or style, 


the costume should be short 
enough that the wearer won’t 
trip over it... “Bugs Bunny” 
could lose his front teeth. 

Masks, kerchiefs, veils and 
the like are meant to conceal 
the wearer, not kill him; they 
should be chosen so they can be 
seen through, and not restrict 
breathing. 

No plastic bag, or part of one, 
should be placed on a child’s 
head or face. 

Cosmetics or charcoal ap- 
plied directly to the skin are not 
only more original, but usually 
tickle the wearer’s fancy more, 
and are safer. 

Pumpkins are as traditional 
as soaped windows and thrown 
corn on Halloween. But those 
lighted with candles should be 
placed safely away. from doors 
or entrances where a skirt or a 
sleeve or veil might brush 
disastrously against them. 

Indoors, they should be set far 


a 


from curtains or other fur- 
nishings which could burn. 

Suggestions to carry lighted 
candles, even inside a’ hollow 
pumpkin, should be promptly 
snuffed—no open flames being 
carried are safe in children’s 
hands. 

‘Young children should always 
be accompanied by a respon- 
sible older person who keeps 
them constantly in sight. 


Trick or treaters should be 
restrained from running across 
lawns or yards; lawn or- 
naments and clothes lines can 
be invisible in the dark, and 
“Superman” could suffer the 
indignity of a sprained ankle, a 
broken arm, or worse. 

Everyday safety rules should 
be stressed, such as not running 
out from between parked cars; 
there is no magic to protect the 
little ghost against becoming 
one if he darts into the path of a 
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moving vehicle. 


The “loot” from goodie bags 


should be kept in them until it 
arrives home and can be 

by an adult—a few 
real-life ghouls have been 
reported to put pins, drugs and 
other items in the treacherous 
treats they distribute. 

Even those whose trick or 
treat years are far behind them 
should be extra careful on 
Halloween if they are driving, 

Youngsters busy with fun 
aren’t always careful. 

The motorist may have to be 
doubly cautious, for himself 
and for them, or a. moment's 
inattention could let Halloween 
1974. haunt a driver the rest of 
his life.

What to do with a 
pile of dead leaves 


‘SPRINGFIELD 
issue of leaf burning has once 
more reared its smoky head 
inv Illinois. 

At a meeting of the Illinois 
Pollution Control Board in 
Chicago, the board found that 
while leaf burning is known to 
be dangerous and harmful to 
asthmatics, and while burn- 
ing combinations of grasses, 
weeds, leaves and landscape 
wastes is known to produce 
carcinogens, the language of 
existing state laws on leaf 
burning prohibits the board 
from adopting new controls 
recommended by the En- 
vironmental Protection 
Agency. 

However, by a unanimous 
vote, the five-member board 
agreed to hold open the record 
on the highly emotional ques- 
tion for six months, during 
which time any individual or 
agency may submit addi- 
tional evidence which would 
possibly support the board's 
taking new, stringent action 
against the open burning of 
leaves. 

The “‘to burn or not to burn” 
question first arose in Illinois 
in September of 1971, when a 
statewide ban on the burning 
of landscape wastes was 
adopted. 

If the leaves weren't 
smouldering, tempers were, 
and in July, 1972, the state's 
protection 
agency filed amendments 
with “the PCB, which would 
relax the restrictions in some 
areas. 

In November, 1972, the PCB 
did adopt the relaxed regula- 
tions which allowed burning 
in communities with a popula- 
tion of less than 2,500 outside 
metropolitan areas, and in 
rural areas. 

In March of 1973, new 
amendments were filed by the 
EPA, but after a few public 
hearings, the proposals were 
tabled when it became obvi- 
ous that those who missed the 
smell of autumn bonfires, and 
objected’ to alternate (and 
often inefficient) methods of 
disposing of the leaves, had 
found legislative champions. 
In August of ‘1973, the state 
General Assembly .did in fact 
adopt a law which basically 
forbids any ban on, leaf burn- 
ing, though ‘there. are some 
exceptions permitted. 

Roy Harsch, administrative 
assistant to PCB chairman 
Jacob Dumelle, said evidence 
was heard by the board that 
economic impact statements 
showed that the average cost 
per person, when leaf burning 
was banned and other collec- 
tion arrangements had to be 
made, was 53 cents. Off-set- 
ting even that limited amount, 
he said, was the savings com- 
munities reported in reduced 
numbers of fire alarms, and 
savings on reduced numbers 
of street repajrs. Peoria, he 
said, actually saved money 
through reduced fire calls 
when the leaf hurning ban was 
in effect. 

Summarizing its findings at 
the conclusion of the meeting, 
the board adopted a report 
written by Donald Henss, 
which said it was the ‘‘finding 
of the board that the record 
developed in this proceeding 
lacks the certain medical and 
biological evidence necessary 
for adopting the agency. 
(EPA) proposed leaf burning 
ban.” 


The board unanimously 


supported the summary 
which noted that ‘we do not 
by this decision condone the 
‘open burning of leaves” and 
said the board wished to ‘‘give 
no such stamp of approval to 
open burning.” 

The law requires ‘medical 
biological evidence that such 
burning will contaminate a 
specific geographic area in 
sufficient quantities, charac- 
teristics and duration to be 
injurious to humans, plant 
and animal life or health,” as 
accepted by the majority of 
the scientific community. 

Evidence. before’ the PCB, 
the board held, showing that 
burning produces benzo-pyr- 
ene, a known carcinogen from 
leaves “should raise doubts 
even among the most ada- 
mant proponents of leaf burn- 


The board concluded by 
stating they were ‘‘encour- 
aged” by local ;ordinances 
which spare more. than half 
the populace from the effects 
of leaf burning and recom- 
mended adoption of stich 
regulations by more munici- 
palities.

Michael J. Howlett, secretary 
of state, has announced two new 
forms will replace 24 different 
forms now being used to apply 
for vehicle license plates and 
certificates of title. 

For the first time, a car or 
truck buyer will be able to apply 
for his title certificate a 
plates on a single form. 

There is now a title ap- 
plication form and 23 
registration applicatiéns for 
different classes of vehicles— 
cars, trucks, motorcycles, 
trailers, semi-trailers, 
recreational vehieles, etc. 

Under the new system there 
will be one form for all vehicles 
licensed on a calendar year 
basis (mostly cars) and another 
for those licensed on a state 
fiscal year basis, July 1 to June 
30 (mostly trucks and trailers). 

The change is part of a new 
“Regititle” program Howlett is 
organizing to speed up service 
and save taxpayers’ money. 

A new division will handle all 
the functions formerly handled 
by the Registration and Title 
divisions of the Department of 
Motor Vehicles in the 
secretary’s office. 

About six million license plate 
registrations and three million 
new titles a year are processed 
by the office. 

The number of cars and 
trucks licensed in Illinois has 
been growing about four per 
cent annually. 


their time in the long 

The physical layout. of 
registration and title processing 
in the Centennial building, 
Springfield, is being 
reorganized for better ef- 
ficiency, and convenience of 
citizens who come in with 
inquiries. 

Under the old system, an 
inquiring citizen could be 
directed to any of the six floors 
in the building, and to different 
sections of different floors. 

Under Regititle, a public 
service center on the main floor 
will Be able to handle most of 
the walk-in traffic. 

If more than routine service is 
needed, the inquiring citizen 
will be sent to a more 
sophisticated service center on 
the fourth floor—but no further. 

Either the main floor center 
or the fourth floor center must 
find the answer. 

‘The fifth floor of the building 


run.” 


will house. the team table 
processing function. The sixth 
will house a files and in- 
formation retrieval center. 
Both floors will be restricted to 
the secretary's only. 

The secretary’s office now 
has 11 teams of 10 workers each 
using the team table processing 
system. 

The new consolidated forms 
will not be ready until Spring, 
1975, but a prototype is now in 
use for training purposes. 

Training programs have now 
begun, not only for team table 
employes, but also for 47 dealer 
service representatives. 

Workshops with auto dealers 
will be scheduled throughout 
Illinois, in which the secretary’s 
service representatives will 
explain the new forms to 
dealers and their employes. 

When the finalized forms are 
in the field, the secretary in- 
tends to issue a computer- 


printed title. Besides speeding 
up the work, the computer will 
provide data to integrate both 
registration and titling in- 
formation. 

All the information on both 
titles and registration in the 
secretary’s possession will be 
instantly available, 24 hours a 
day, to law enforcement 
agencies. s 

‘An aggressive cross-training 
program will qualify Regititle 
employes to handle every step 
of the registration and title 


process, opening new paths for 
promotion and employe 
development. 

“All these changes will save 
time for our employes, for auto 
dealers, new car buyers, truck 
owners and the general public,” 
said Howlett. “They also will 
save money for the taxpayers. 

“This office now collects 
about $9 million a year ‘in title 
fees and $260 million in 
registration fees—ten times 
what it costs to handle the 
applications and issue the titles 
and plates. What we collect goes 
into the state treasury. We will 
see that the taxpayers get their 
money’s worth in our office.”

Up to now, license plates and 
titles have been handled 
separately by about 200 em- 
ployes in the Titles Division and 
380 in Registration. 

Under the Regititle system, 
an application for title and 
plates for the same car will be 
handled by the same employes. 

Processing is being 
reorganized under a “team 
table” concept. 

Instead of moving from floor 
to floor, or section to section, for 
auditing, validating, numbering 
and other processing steps, the 
applications and checks in 
payment will move from the 
mail room to a table where all 
processes will be handled by a 
team of skilled employes 
working elbow to elbow. 

Secretary Howlett said the 
new system will mean that 
plates and titles will be received 
much sooner by the car owner. 

The cost of printing the ap- 
plication forms will be only one 
of several dramatic savings. 

The secretary's office has 
been writing about 20,000 letters 
a month to applicants to correct 
details in their original ap- 
plications. The letters cost the 
taxpayers. about $3 apiece in 
employes’ time, postage, 
stationery, envelopes, etc. 

Undet the new system, shifts 
of telephone workers will call 
the applicants to obtain the 
missing information and make 
corrections then and there. 
Pilot teams already doing this 
have solved the problems for an 
average of 60 cents apiece. 

“Most of the problems that 
come up with incomplete ap- 
plications can be solved by 
telephone without an expensive 
correspondence," said Howlett. 
“As we refine our systems we 
will lower sharply the cost of 
problem solving 

“Since most applicants can’t 
be found at home except in the

Nuts, seeds sought for nurseries 


Press-Record Springfield 
Bureau—Now is the time for all 
good environmentalists to do 
something nutty. Or seedy, as 
the case may be. The Division of 
Forestry in ‘the Illinois 
Department of Conservation is 
looking (as it does.each year) 
for nuts and seeds to restock its 
nurseries. 

Presently, the state nurseries 
are raising 50 different species 
of shrubs and trees, but it takes 
a lot of tree fruits to produce far 
few seedlings. 

Allan S. Mickelson, assistant 
state forester, said the state’s 
various nurseries sell seven to 
eight. million seedlings an- 
nually, and thereby contribute 
$1000,000 to $150,000 each year to 
the general fund 

Since there are few, if any, 
places that a nursery operator 
can simply place an order for 
seeds asa farmer or gardner 
would, the division must try to 
find its own, and volunteers 
have been great help in the past, 
Mickelson said. 

Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, 
women’s groups, garden clubs, 
conservationists, naturalists or 
anybody else interested can 
help find seeds, he said, adding 
that the division publishes a 
simple handbook which shows 
drawings of the leaves, twigs 
and fruit of each of 20 trees 
which can be “‘harvested”’ with 
comparative ease. 


The booklet also tells the 
name, describes the species, 
gives the places it is most likely 
to be found-—ridge tops, bot- 
tomlands, north and east sides 
of ravines, and such-~and offers 
tips on when, where and how to 
collect the seeds. 

In cases where special careis 
needed in handling, storing or 
shipping them, these instruction 
are also shown. 

There is a great deal of loss in 
volume between the initial 
harvest and the final yield, 
Mickelson said. 

For example, it takes 100,000 
white oak seeds to produce 3,000 
to 4,000 pounds of white odk 
acorns, and 100 pounds of 
autumn’ olive fruit ptoduces 
only about 10 pounds of seed. 

Copies of the ‘‘Seed Collection 
Manual” can be obtained from 
the conservation department's 
division of forestry in 
Springfield, or from any of the 
department's district offices. 

Regional or district offices for 
northeastern Illinois are located 
at the Morton Arboretum at 
Lisle. Those in other sections of 
the state include Anna, Cam- 
bridge, Centralia, Charleston, 
Effingham, Fairfield, 
Harrisburg, Havana, Hillsboro, 
Jerseyville, Macomb, Mt 
Carroll, Murphysboro, Olney, 
Oregon, Pekin, Pittsfield, 
Princeton, Shelbyville and 
Sparta. 


Though not all Illinois trees 
bear seeds in the same season— 
some ripen in the spring or 
summer, and at least one in the 
winter—the present and coming 
weeks will be appropriate to 
seek seeds or nuts from the 
sugar maple, pecan, shag bark 
hickory, red bud, persimmon, 
black Walnut, red cedar, tulip 
tree, sweet: gum, » sycamore, 
white oak,"pin oak, northern red 
oak and the bald cypress. 

In a. foreword, the booklet 
notes that if more volunteers 
will help collect the seeds, the 
state will be able to maintain 
the low cost of its seedlings, 
there will be less nursery labor 
having to use time for collection 
instead of maintenance, more 
species can be raised and 
therefore available to the 
public, more native species can 
be stressed, and seed produc- 
tion areas can be established for 
easy collection and high quality 
seed.

‘Telephone’ new aid to deaf 


_ments for the handicapped have

The invention and 
manufacture of a device known 
as the Teletypewriter for the 
Deaf (TTY) is a welcome in- 
novation for those who cannot 
hear, by providing them with 
the opportunity to communicate 
for the first time by telephone. 

Such a machine has been 
installed in the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Leon Hudson, 74 Shirlwin 
Drive, and now affords Mr. 
Hudson with a means to contact 
his family by phone and gives 
him a sense of security 
inasmuch as he now may reach 
the proper authorities in case of 
an emergency. 

The TTY is a_ simplified 
teletype machine by which the 
operator may type messages to 
another person who, in turn, 
replies and the conversation is 
recorded on a tape for reading 
by the sender. 

‘Anyone in possession of a 
TTY can dial a number by 
phone to another who has a 
similar machine. Both are 
required to type their con- 
versation, which is relayed on 
tape. The receiver is cradled, 
after the number is dialed, on 
another machine while the call 
is in progress. A light will 
flicker when a call is being 
made, but the phone also will 
ring if there are hearing people 
in the household. 

Drives and campaigns for 
better educational facilities and 
therapy centers as well as 
extensively and modern 
planned programs in schools or 
vocational training establish- 


——— 


spiraled during the last decade 
and given hope to those who 
otherwise would be unable to 
receive an education and 
become financially in- 
dependent. 

For the people who have lost 

illness, accident or 
birth defect, one or more of the 
five senses that so many people 
take for granted, there still are 
many advances to be made to 
provide adequate assistance for 
the ones who work and live 
under a handicap. - 

Communication is the most 
difficult for the deaf, even 
though they may have received 
an education at private schools. 

With this in mind, Robert H. 
Weitbrecht invented a terminal 
unit in the spring of 1964 and the 
first public demonstration of 
experimental TU's was given in 
Salt Lake City by the Com- 
munications Committee, Oral 
Deaf Adults Section, of the 
Alexander Graham _ Bell 
Association for the Deaf. 

Continued development and 
testing over long distance 
telephone lines, using old 
Western .Union machines, 
covered the fall and winter 
months of 1964. 

Throughout the years, more 
machines were developed and 
placed in homes, business 
places and, more important, in 
police stations, creating a 
network of communication lines 
for the deaf. The first overseas 
call made in 1970 between the 
Philippine Association of the 
Deaf in Manilla and the 
National Association of the Deaf 


meeting in Minneapolis. 

Western Union will provide a 
TTY machine, free of chare, to 
any deaf or hard-of-hearing 
person, but the receiver is 
obligated to pay the installation 
charges which amount to about 
$200. 


The box which cradles the 
Phone and has a light for at- 
tention of the deaf, costs $150, 
and' the additional $45 is for the 
installation of the TTY and 
phone connection. The TTY 
stands about 45 inches high and 
is approzimately two and a half 
feet wide. 

At present, there are ap- 
proximately 500 such machines 
stored in a St. Louis warehouse 
because most families who need 
the machines do not have funds 
for the installation. 

The installation fee includes 
becoming a member of 
Teletypewriters for the Deaf, 
Inc., and will give them an 
International Telephone 
Directory of the Deaf listing 
phone numbers of individuals or 
organizations who have the 
same machine. 

At the present time there is a 
voluntary church-related 
agency known as Contact-St. 
Louis, to handle an answering 
service along with police, fire, 
medical emergencies. 

Leon Hudson was born with 
perfect hearing and at the age 
of two became the victim of 
spinal meningitis which left him 
deaf. He was sent to the 


Jacksonville (Ill.) School for the “necessary,

there until he completed his 
education through high school.

is not toll free. 

Thére is a newer invention 
along the same concept of the 
teletypewriter which. is a 
portable TTY and called MCM. 
This Somipec machine weighs 
five pounds and is small enough 
to fit into a woman’s purse. the’ 
MCM is designed for the owner 
to attach it to a regular 
telephone at any location and 
make his call, but the cost of the 
latest device is $685. 

The Hudsons have two 
daughters, Brenda, 13, and Lila, 
who is 11 years old. They both 
are able to communicate with 
their father by manual com- 
munication. 

Mrs. Hudson is actively in- 
volved in any organization for 
the benefit of the deaf and will 
speak at any club, church or 
civic meeting to explain the 
programs and acquaint the 
members with advances made 
in these outstanding electronic 
inventions for the deaf.

Walker’s 
proclamation follows: 

“For years before they met to 
reaffirm their rights, the early 
American colonists, who had 
founded homes in this new land 
to escape persecution, were 
subjected to oppressions, in- 
justices and insults. The 
‘American spirit was about to 
erupt when Patrick Henry 
expressed the feeling of his 
fellowmen. ‘Is life so dear,’ he 
asked, ‘or peace so sweet, as to 
be purchased at the price of 
chains and slavery?’ 

“On Sept. 5, 1774, delegates 
met in Philadelphia to discuss 
violations of their colonial 
rights and liberties at the First 
Continental Congress. 

“On Oct. 14 they adopted a 
declaration of rights including 
the rights to life, liberty, 
property, assembly, trial by 
jury, representative govern- 
ment and freedom from a 
standing army in time of peace. 

“They were the rights of 
Englishmen—rights delegated 
to them by the English con- 
stitution and by earlier charters 
and compacts. In May of the 
next year, when the Second 
Continental Congress was 
convened, the colonies were 
already at war for those rights, 
which it incorporated in our 
nation's Declaration of 
Independence.”

MOSES W. HARRISON II

SIUE professor urges people 
learn to hang onto dollars 


The thinking of economists in 
Washington today is not so 
different from their thinking in 
the thirties, only in reverse, 
according to Louis Drake, 
professor of economics in the 
School of Business at Southern 
Illinois University at Edwards- 


‘In the thirties we tried to 
raise prices by destroying 
property and setting rules to 
limit production, thereby 
lowering the value of the dollar. 
Today our national ad- 
ministration suggests we speed 
up productivity to offset the 
decline in the value of the 
dollar,” Drake said.

We 
drive stocks up until we become 
apprehensive, then we drive 
them down again until we get 
bored with the process,” Drake 
said.

Regulations on 
unleaded gas 


Those planning to store 
unleaded gasoline on a farm for 
a new car or new pickup truck 
weighing less than 6,000 pounds 
are being urged to check with 
their petroleum supplier about 
storage regulations. 

Special precautions must be 
taken to protect the unleaded 
gasoline supply from con- 
tamination. Existing tanks may 
be used, for instance, but only 
after a flushing procedure. 

Unleaded gas also requires a 
smaller size nozzle on the pump 
to prevent leaded gas from 
being used in vehicles requiring 
unleaded gasoline. 

The caps on tanks containing 
unleaded gasoline must be 
painted white with a black “X"” 
to clearly identify the special 
supply and comply with in- 
dustry regulations.

County traffic deaths up; 
state cycle fatalities rise 


The Illinois Department of 
Transportation is now 
distributing the 1974 edition of 
Accident Facts, a statistical 
report of the injuries and 
fatalities which occurred on 
Illinois highways during 1973. 

The brochure is available to 
the public at district highway 
offices throughout the state, and 
at the Department of Trans- 
portation Administration Build- 
ing, 2300 South Dirksen Park- 
way, Springfield. 

The report shows a total of 
500,569 accidents, including 
everything from minor mishaps 
to fatalities, last year 

The total number of traffic 
fatalities in 1973 was 2,369, an 
increase of 115 from 1972, with a 
rise noted in Madison County. 

However, a ten-year study 
shows that while the number of 


vehicle miles driven in Illinois 
has increased 43 per cent, the 
number of fatalities, in ratio to 
the miles driven, has.decreased 
25 per cent. 

The 1973 brochure also 
compares the number of ac- 
cidents and fatalities in urban 
and rural areas 

Urban areas account for 90 
per cent of the statewide ac- 
cident total and 49 per cent of 
the fatalities. The vehicle speed 
often determines the severity of 
rural accidents. ‘ 

The three leading fatality 
months were July, August and 
October, annual vacation 
months. There were 234 
fatalities registered in July, 232 
in October and 231 in August. 
The month with the least 
fatalities was February with

The 1973 weekly and hourly 
fatality chart shows a sharp 
increase of serious accidents on 
weekends as compared to other 
days of the week. 

The hours between 10 p.m. 
and 3 am. on Friday and 
Saturday nights are the most 
hazardous to be on the high- 
way. 

Traffic experts agree that it 
is during these hours of poor 

i y that drivers often 
mix alcohol and driving skills. 

The age category with the 
hi ghest number of fatalities 
was the 25 to 34 bracket, which 
accounted for 709 deaths, 
followed by the 20 to 24 bracket 
with 613 deaths. The four 
categories from 15 and under to 
19 accounted for 477 deaths.
